“ If all restaurant proprietors, ” said 
one of th em, wh o h as been well known 
as th e owner of a Broadway eatiug 
place lor th e last ten years, “ could on­ 
ly iudnee th eir customers to eat less 
meat th ey not only would make more, 
money, but th ey would giv e better sat­ 
isfaction allround. 
In th e first place, 
tin re is little or no money for th e res­ 
taurant keeper in selling boiled or roast 
meats. It costs too much to h andle th em 
and requires too much time to prepare 
th em and serv e th em as th ey sh ould be 
to leav e any profit for th e man wh o 
does it. 
“ And in th e second place th e patrons 
order meats wh en th ey would much 
prefer someth ing else. Th at is th e fault 
of th e proprietor. He arranges h is menu 
wrong. Th e small steaks, th e ch ops and 
th e cutlets and all th e oth er meats ‘to 
order’ ¡ire placed too conspicuously on 
th e bill of fare. 
A m an’s eye is bound 
to catch tluit list first, wh eth er tin* man 
wants meat or not. 
Being in a h urry, 
us bit incii out of 100 are in th e country, 
h e orders tlit) first attractiv e dish h e 
finds, and th e result is h e gets some­ 
th ing h e does not care particularly 
about and someth ing wh ich th e restau 
rant man does not care particularly 
about selling to h im. 
“ Last winter tin* man wh o runs tin 
restaurant in tin* national h ouse of rep 
resenfativ es tried an experiment wh ich 
turned out remarkably well. 
He delit 
erately set to work to lure h is patrons 
away from th e ‘steaks and ch ops to or 
der column, and so instead of printing 
it in h old black letters in th e middle of 
tin* bill of fare lie tucked it away down 
in th e lower righ t h and corner and 
placed ¡it th e top of th e card a list of 
tin* dish es th at were most profitable to 
h im. 
Th ey prov ed not only to be most 
profitable to h im, but most satisfactory 
to bis customers, and instead of using 
six loins of meat a day, as lie h ad done 
before, In* used only one and a h alf and 
supplied th e same number of guests,” — 
New York Press. 


PcWder« *« ! Crab r* a MeUiciu« -. 
A Russian journal th at h as m*entlv 
come under our notice calls attention to 
th e tnet th at for some 20 years past th e 
inh abitants ol' a malarial locality in 
th e gov ernment of Kh arkov h av e used 
powdered crabs with great success in 
th e ease* of fev ers. 
Th e powder is pro 
pared in tin* following way: Liv e crabs 
are poured ov er with th e ordinary 
wh isky until th ey get asleep. Th ey are 
th en put on a bread 
jkui in a h ot ov en, 
th orough ly dried and pulv erized and 
th e powder passed th rough a lino siev e. 
One dose, a teaspoonful, is generally 
sufficient to cure th e intermittent fev er. 
In v ery obstinate east's a second dose is 
required. 
Each dose is inv ariably pre­ 
ceded by it glass of aloe brandy as a 
purgativ e. 
Th e powder is used in th at 
locality in preference to quinine. 
So

business, and

accommodation to their customers. Now 
there is at least one man in New York 
_ _ 
there may be more, though not many 
— whose only occupation is the wind- 
iug, regulating and occasional cleaning 
of clocks tor num erous fam ilies 
He 
makes daily’ rounds so as to cover his 
entire route, but he never visits the 
same house oftener than once a week. 
On that day Ins com ing is expected, and 
be has free access to all the rooms, 
w hether they are occupied at the tim e 
or not 
Through the various halls and 
apartm ents he goes, from the top of the 
house to the bottom, w inding the clocks 
and giving a touch hero and there to a 
regulator where ho finds it necessary 
Of course he does not pay any attention 
to the little nickel alarm clocks, which 
run for only one day 
His care, being 
given weekly, is spent upon the eight 
day clocks of more expensive design and 
workm anship 
The clock w inder whom The Tribune 
reporter saw had several stories to tell 
about the pursuit of his occupation. 
'Some people are very particular about 
the striking of their clocks, ” he said 
1 hey w ill ask me it 1 can ’t arrange to 
have all the tim epieces in the house 
strike together 
Now, as a general 
thing, th at is an im possibility, and i ’ll 
tell you w hy 
Some clocks are arranged 
to strike just halt a m inute before the 
hour, some for a quarter of a m inute 
before, some for a few seconds after the 
hour and so ou. You see if 1 fixed them 
so th at they would strike together they 
would not be exactly together in point 
ot actual time, which is m ore im portant 
In one house on my list the fam ily owns 
20 clocks

ders in this house are to have all the 
clocks except one a t precisely the cor­ 
rect time. T hisodd one is the timepiece 


111 the bedroom of the m istress of the

1 think th at is the only 
instance am ong my custom ers of any- 
w ants a clock perpetually 
am very certain there is no 
one who asks me to keep one slow. 
‘ W hen 
1 undertake the care of the 
( locks 111 a house, nobody else is allow* 
ed to touch them, and the servants in 
particular have orders never to move or 
interfere w ith them in any way Some 
tim es this is done accidentally, and it 
is hard to find out how the clock has 
been injured 
A few m onths ago I lost 
one of my best houses heeauso there was 
one clock which 1 could not seem to 
put in proper order 
1 would take it 
away, clean it thoroughly and look to 
e\ery sm allest part of the m echanism 
A pparently it made 
110 difference. 
The 
clock positively refused to run right. 
F inally 1 gave it up, and th at fam ily 
bad a m ighty poor opinion of my ab il­ 
ities as a clock repairer 
Some weeks after th at 1 came across 
a clock in another house which acted in

I was puzzled
